DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the Amendment filed on 8/21/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-10 are allowed. Claims 4-10 have been renumbered 3-9, 
respectively. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest, in combination with all the elements recited in the 
independent claim, each support platen having a groove-rail with at least a first section 
and a second section forming an angle with each other, each blocking element provided 
with two emerging bolts that move linearly within the groove-rail, wherein the two 
emerging bolts are arranged with a distance in between to accommodate the pull shaft, 
with the mobile blocking element being pulled by the pull shaft under the end ramp of 
the mobile arm and placed between the meeting ends of the two mobile arms for 
opening one drawer and for preventing all other drawers from being opened. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
